About 600 applications for pensions 


arising out of tbe war with Spain have 
been filed nt the Pension Office in 
Washington. These applications are 
from widows, and men who have been 
wounded in battle or disabled by dis- 
ease contracted while in ..the service of 
the United States. 


War was declared against Spain last 


April. The men who volunteered to 
tight for the United States were care- 
fully examined as to 'their physical 
qualifications by competent surgeons 
and 
pronounced perfect. 
Many of 


them left friends and homes to face 
the dangers and privations incident to 
war. 
Those who were given oppor- 


tunity met the foe and vanquished him 
in a tropical clime, but though victori- 
ous, tbronKh tbeiucompetejicyof those 
whoee duty it was to provide for their 
every want, the wounded as well as 
those who escaped the bullets of the 
Spaniards, were neglected until dis- 
ease proved more fatal to them than 
the guns of the enemy. 


Now thousands of men who were 


physically .sound, according to the 
medical examiners, four months ago, 
are mere wrecks of their former selves, 
although they never left the United 
States. They were concentrated in un- 
healthy localities near the Gulf of 
Mexico, and now unable.. to resume 
their former avocations they ask the 
Government for a pittance to support 
them until they recover their health, 
should they be fortunate enough to do 
so. Who will refuse those men a pen- 
sion ? And who will say they are not 
entitled to a liberal allowance from the 
Government ?

Speaking of strange and sad occur- 


rences, none could be more remarkable 
ban the death and burial of Charles 
Carter, a well known farmer residing 
uear Russell.

aved in on him,'leaving only his head 
and cheat exposed. When the alarm 
was given, hundreds of people assem- 
bled and went heroically to work to 
ave their neighbor. It was found that 
nothing could be done toward removing 
he sand about Carter's body, BO a^par-. 
allel well was dug and a tunnel run 
rom it into the old well, but even then 
ihe body could not be removed so elosg-- 
y was it grasped by the sands. -It" was 
!ound that a rope attached below Car-1 
ter's arms would pull the body into 
parts without withdrawing its covered 
portion, and that method had to be 
abandoned. Carter was conscious and 
talked with bis rescuers, but at the end 
of 58 hours he died. By this time an 
enormous crowd bad gathered, and all 
sorts of plans were suggested for recov- 
ering the body, but finally it was de- 
termined to make the well the dead 
man's tomb, and it was filled up after 
religions services had been held Upon 
its brink. Ihe well was 48* feet deep," 
and perhaps u'o other Kansan ever found- 
quite so strange a burial place.—Kan- 
sas City Journal.

With a feeling that my words will 


carry little weight with those who 
think otherwise, I venture to suggest 
that the Sahara ia not exactly what it 
is commonly assumed to be, and yet in 
many ways it is not very different Its 
first Bauds, when approached from the 
side of El-Kantara, are giant rooks, 
-burned brown and red under the glow 
of the southern sun, standing out in 
wild pinnacles 'from the gently undu- 
lating surface. 
This ia not the desert 


Lthat ia ordinarily pictured by the mind 
-r-that flat, endless expanse which fades 
off unmoved and unbroken to the limits 
of vision—but it is the desert, neverthe- 
less, just as much as the mountain 
mows of the far north are a part of thft 
great arctic "sea of ice." Beyond, how- 
ever, is the great plain itself, its swell- 
ing undulations hardly relieving to the 
eye the appearance of absolute flatness 
which the picture offers. 


The ttnth is, the Sahara presents 


itself in n double aspect, that of the flat 
and sandy plain and that of- the rook; 
ridge vOr,mountain, the Hammada. It is 
the Hammada that ia more particularly 
dreaded* by the caravans, for among 
*h«ir wind swept crags there are few 
oases, and only the blowing Bands and 
a relentless sun are the companions of 
the footsore pilgrim. In many parts of 
the flat desert traveling is moderately 
easy, for over long distances the eurfjwe 
has become coated into a hard, slimy 
crust—a solid basement rock, one may 
call it. Along our route of travel there 
were no sand dunes of any magnitude, 
the highest perhaps scarcely exceed- 
ing 15 or 20 feet, but I was informed by 
the distinguished French explorer, M. 
Foureaud, who was then stopping at 
Biskra, that beyond Tuggurt they rise 
to the prodigious height of from 1,800 
to 1,400 feet. This speaks even more 
eloquently for the power of the winds 
than do the high tossed sands of coral 
islands.—Popular Science Monthly.
